Modern Fiction. 


The first western covel translated 


Into Japanese was -Ernest Maltravers," 
by Balwer Ljttoa. This was In 1879. 
It was published under the poetic title: 
"A Spring Story of Flowers acd Wil- 
lows." The latest fiction over whlcb 
Japaa Is porfcg—la stores, backs, com- 
mission houses, railway acd steamship 
houses—is "The Letters of a Self-Made 
Merchant to His Soo." and pirated at 
that! The lack of an International 
copyright law and the lax literary 
morality of the Japanese has rtbbed 
Mr. Ixrimer of a royalty on more than 
200.000 copies which have been sold In 
the Sunrise Kitsiom. But Mr. Lorimer 
has some revenge; the Jspanese clerk* 
have to read It as a text book! "In tha 
Japanese appraisement of the bock," 
says Harold Bolce, In his article, "What 
the Japizese are Reading" In the Book- 
lovers' Magazine, "its humor was en- 
tirely overlooked. The production was 
accepted solely as a serious gospel to 
overconfident joucg manhood." Aed 
yet Japaa Is cot to far astray In It* esti- 
mate of the book, which do«s preach 
a first-rate business gospel in homely 
lacguage. Bat piracy acd even plajiar- 
ism are not considered more thaa venial 
offenses la Japan. Many a hard-worked 
preacher or editor will sympathiie witu 
the literary workers cl Japen who milt 
no bones about appropriating a £ood 
thing when they tee It, without tt« 
formality of using quotation marks. 
Only we Occidental* are cot to honest 
about It.

One of the great needs of the pres- 


ent time Is the establishment ct a 
parcels post, such as the countries ol 
the old world have Inaugurated and 
carried on for years. 


The postal rate now on merchan' 


dlse, one cent an ounce, sixteen cents 
per pound, with packages limited to 
four puunds In weight, Is simply t 
measure In the Interests.of exprev 
companies, among our greatest men 
opolles and extortionists. 


The parcel rates are simply Vep 
c 


as they are to satis'y and appease 
these express companies which are 
overworking their employees at very 
low wage;. The dividends declatet 
by the companies are very large an 
the stock has advanced more than 
fifty percent In the last decade. Thi 
contributors to this condition are thi 
lack of postal facilities for packages 
the excessive rates charged by ai 
companies, the great amount of labo 
required of employees acd low fill 
ries for the same. 


It might be said that the establish 


ment of a parcel; post would place 
additional burdens on postal clerks 
mother class of overworked, under 
paid officials. That is true, but the 
government could well afford to pro- 
vide for that by as many addillona 
clerks as the service might require. 


I believe our member cf congress

with the thought of benefit (to the 
whole people, and I hope such a 
measure may become a law.
